New homes plan 
gets the go-ahead

THE next phase of the 
development of Blackwall 
Reach in Poplar is due to 
start in the summer after 
the council approved plans 
which include 242 new 
homes, a new public 
square and commercial 
properties. 

Phase lb affects the area 
bounded by Poplar High Street, 
Prestage Way Preston's Road and 
Aspen Way, just north of Black- 
wall DLR station. 

It will transform the primar- 
ily brownfield site into a thriv- 
ing, lively place to live and 
work, and open up access to the 
station by creating a direct 
route to the DLR. 

These improvements reflect 
the scheme's aims of improving 
local infrastructure and com- 
munity facilities. 

The first phase of the massive 
development is nearing com- 
pletion with the new homes 
ready for people to move into 
this spring and the new Wool- 
more Primary School building 
due to be opened in February. 

Other benefits of the project 
will include a new community 
centre, a larger mosque, high

quality open and green areas, 
and further commercial spaces. 

The project is set to transform 
the area and help address local 
housing need by delivering 
1,575 new homes, more than half 
of which will be affordable. A 
high percentage of the new 
properties will be family homes 
for social rent. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: 
“We have been recognised time 
and time again by the govern- 
ment for our hard work in build- 
ing affordable homes in Tower 
Hamlets. Blackwall Reach is 


one of our flagship regeneration 
projects. The next phase will see 
these exciting and ambitious 
plans help us realise our dream 
of making Tower Hamlets an 
even greater place to live.'' 

Sandra Fawcett, executive 
director of housing at develop- 
ers Swan Housing Association, 
said: “The regeneration of Black- 
wall Reach is an exciting and 
innovative scheme that will 
transform this part of east 
London, delivering homes and 
infrastructure that meet the 
needs of local people.''

Making your 
house a home

AN innovative furniture re-use pro- 
ject is celebrating 25 years of work- 
ing with families in east London. 

Run by Quaker Social Action (OSA) in 
Bethnal Green, the Homestore project sells 
donated, affordable furniture and new 
white goods to low-income families. 

At the anniversary event held at Queen 
Elizabeth Olympic Park last month, staff, 
volunteers and customers shared their 
stories in an informal question and answer 
session with OSA director Judith Moran. 

Homestore volunteer and mother-of-five 
Susan spoke about her journey, which 
began as a customer, when she was struck 
by the friendliness of the team who 
treated her with respect. 

“You could feel rich, you could afford 
the furniture without getting into debt or 
having to go to loan sharks," she said. 

Susan still has the first sofa she bought 
from Homestore: “Two blue sofas, nine years, 
five children, two cats later they are still in 
good condition." 

Customers range from ex-servicemen 


with nothing, to those on benefits 
and carers. 

Ms Moran said: “Were very proud of the 
25 years of hard work at Homestore - and 
how many people have been supported in 
that time. 

“We've a lot of people to thank - donors 
of furniture and funds, staff and volunteers. 
Our work is still very much needed, as 
people struggle to make what they have 
go as far as possible." 

The charity accepts referrals from 


hospitals, housing organisations, domes- 
tic violence and social services agencies as 
well as self-referrals. 

Customers can visit the Homestore ware- 
house in Stratford to choose what they need 
and receive a free delivery from staff and 
volunteers. They need to take proof of be- 
ing on a low income or on benefit payments.

‘Our world crumbled; our 
perfect little girl was ill’

A STEPNEY mum, whose 
daughter was diagnosed 
with congenital cardiac 
disease shortly after her 
birth, has organised a quiz 
night to raise money for 
care and research into 
infant heart disease. 

Rebekah Button, 26, is also 
training for two separate 5k 
runs, one in aid of the British 
Heart Foundation (BHF) and 
one for Great Ormond Street 
Hospital, which her daughter 
Sophia, now 18 months, attends 
for consultant appointments. 

“Sophia was diagnosed with 
a congenital heart disease 
(CHD) at just six weeks old. 
There are many forms of CHD 
and unfortunately Sophia's type 
(pulmonary stenosis) can't be 
traced until the child is born and 
begins to develop,” said Rebekah, 
who lives in Jamaica Street. 

“Upon finding out, our world 
felt as though it was crum- 
bling around us. Our perfect 
little girl was ill and there was 
nothing we could do to change 
that. Then began the arduous 
hospital appointments, the

scans, the prodding and poking.” 

She added: “This is still an 
ongoing battle. We have 
avoided surgery so far, but no 
one can understand the devas- 
tation a parent can feel on find- 
ing out there is something 
wrong with your little one un- 


less you go through it yourself.” 

The dedicated mum is urging 
residents to support her 
appeal to help fund research, 
nurses and respite facilities. 

The quiz night with a raffle 
will be held at The Artful Dodger 
pub in Royal Mint Street, 


Tower Hill on Friday, February 
6 at 7.30pm. Local companies 
have donated prizes and pro- 
ceeds will go to the BHF.

Pioneering 

BARTS Health NHS Trust is 
among six London hospi- 
tal trusts which are 
launching a pioneer- 
ing study using patient’s 
DNA to create person- 
alised treatment for 
people with cancer and 
rare diseases. 

Patients at the Royal London 
Hospital in Whitechapel, and 
across the trust, will be offered 
the opportunity to provide blood 
samples for genetic analysis. 

Scientists hope that looking 
at the data on such a large 
scale will reveal common con- 
ditions and symptoms that 
could be associated with partic- 
ular human DNA, and could help 


DNA study 

explain why some patients 
may respond to treatment, 
while others may not. 

It is believed that the ethnic 
diversity of patients in east 
London - where the trust's six 
hospitals are based - will prove 
particularly useful in the pro- 
ject's findings. 

Professor Finbarr Cotter, clin- 
ical director for pathology at 
Barts Health, said: “This is a great 
opportunity to revolutionise 
the care of our patients. 

“From this project, we will 
start to unravel the real basis of 
cancer and rare diseases, and be- 
gin to use advanced DNA analy- 
sis to improve the diagnosis and 
treatment options for patients.”

Warning over 
fish and snails 



THE Food Standards 
Agency (FSA) has issued an 
alert about illegal dried 
fish and frozen African 
snail products sold by a 
company called Ades Ltd. 

The FSA confirmed that a 
number of products from the 
company have been produced 
and packaged in an unapproved 
food establishment, in substan- 
dard hygiene conditions render- 
ing the products unsafe. 

The products display an oval 
health mark with an approval 
identification number GN 018 
which has now been revoked. 

Although the products have 
been on sale elsewhere in Lon- 
don, they have not yet been 
found in Tower Hamlets. 


Selling illegal products on 
the market will leave business- 
es open to enforcement action, 
including prosecution. 

Food businesses are warned 
not to sell these products and to 
contact the council's food safe- 
ty team if they are approached 
by suppliers.

Residents should also contact 
the team if they find the prod- 
ucts for sale in the borough. 

Businesses are reminded they 
must not sell products of animal 
origin unless they have valid ap- 
proval identification mark. 

The legitimacy of health 
marks can be checked on the 
Food Standards Agency website.

Fixefightexs in 
station switch

FIREFIGHTERS at Shadwell 
have moved out of their 
station for a year while it 
is rebuilt. 

The teams and their fire en- 
gine moved on January 12 to 
Poplar station from where they 
will provide operational cover 
while the work takes place. 

A normal fire service will be 
maintained and crews from 
Shadwell will continue to 
carry out home fire safety vis- 
its in the area. 

The construction is part of a 


private finance initiative project 
which will see nine fire stations 
in the capital replaced. 

Keith Merchant, station 
manager at Shadwell, said: “This 
is all about improving the 
service we provide to the 
residents of Shadwell. 

“The new station will not 
only provide a state-of-the-art 
building for our firefighters, 
including improved training 
facilities, it will also feature 
community areas which will 
allow people to visit and access 
important fire safety informa- 
tion from our staff." 


Construction will take about 
a year and the new facilities will 
include bays for two fire 
engines, a four-storey training 
tower and a road traffic accident 
training area. 

The building will also in- 
clude a station office, lecture and 
quiet study rooms as well as 
resting, changing and kitchen 
areas for firefighters and a 
training area for young people. 

It will meet the highest envi- 
ronmental standards and in- 
clude the use of sun pipes and 
roof lights to draw natural light 
from the building's roof. 


New police chief takes reins in borough 


A NEW borough police 
commander has taken the 
reins in Tower Hamlets.

Tower Hamlets is one of three London boroughs to receive £80,000 from the mayor of London for a project that aims 
to prevent rough sleeping.

submitting a funding application to 
the mayor in partnership with the City 
of London and Hackney Council. 

The funding will help us to do an 
even bigger and better job of prevent- 
ing anyone in our boroughs from 
sleeping on the streets. 

I'm excited to work on this, but I also 
recognise that this is going to be a lot 
of hard work for us all. 

We know from talking to people on 
the streets just how dangerous sleep- 
ing rough can be. Many have complex 
problems from poor physical or men- 
tal health, to drug or alcohol misuse, 
low self-esteem and very limited 
prospects of getting a job. 

But we need to know more about 
these people. We'll start by using this 
funding to commission research on the 


common characteristics of local rough 
sleepers, research we'll share with 
other London boroughs. 

We will also develop an assess- 
ment tool to help staff in our housing 
options service to spot potential rough 
sleepers before they reach the streets, 
so that they can then be given swift 
access to services designed to ensure 
they don't end up sleeping out. 

As well as all this, we also want to 
help those who end up on the streets 
without seeking our advice. We'll do 
this by working with community or- 
ganisations like local faith groups. 

By working with Thames Reach, 
Providence Row and others as well as 
local residents, I believe we can 
provide a better service for people at 
risk of ending up on the streets.

If you buy a copy, make sure you 
only use licensed vendors. 

■ Volunteer your time 

Volunteering to help home- 
less people is very satisfying. 
How you can help depends on 
your experience and the way to 
find out is to contact one of the 
homelessness charities and of- 
fer your time. You may have spe- 
cific skills that can be used but 
often it is about just being 
there - a friendly ear which 
doesn't judge. 

Whatever you want to do, 
your contribution can have a real 
impact on the people who face 
sleeping on the streets.

HAPPY New Year to all 
Tower Hamlets residents 
from everyone in the coun- 
cil’s community safety 
team. We trust you had a 
pleasant festive period 
and wish you all the best 
for 2015. 

In light of the devastating 
attacks in Paris two weeks ago, 
it is vital that we remain vigi- 
lant to potential dangers in our 
own capital city. We must work 
together to ensure that this 
kind of attack on our freedom 
does not happen on our streets. 

As the year begins we are 
pleased to report that the fear 
of crime among the communi- 
ty continues to fall. It is now 
at its lowest level for five years 
and down 11 per cent on the 
previous year. 

We have also found that knife 
crime across the borough is 
down for the fourth year run- 
ning. This has been down to 
significant work by the Metro- 
politan Police with strong 
support from the council. 

These results demonstrate 
the hard work and determina- 
tion to cut crime and anti-social 
behaviour by everyone who 
works in community safety at 
the council. 

The authority works effective- 
ly with partner agencies and 
police to help prevent crime and 
support victims. 

Our staff are well supported 
by Tower Hamlets enforcement 
officers (THEOs), who work suc- 
cessfully on the ground along- 
side the Metropolitan Police. 

THEOs have now been oper- 
ating in the borough for five 
years. They continue to bring 
down the number of anti-social 
behaviour incidences taking 
place. They also prevented sev- 
eral drug dealers from operat- 
ing over the festive period, with 
key support from our aptly 
named K9 sniffer dogs and 
their handlers.

A huge amount of credit 
must also be given to the coun- 
cil's CCTV operators. 

Intelligence provided by the 
operators to police led to a stag- 
gering 783 arrests from January 
to December 2014. They contin- 
ue to provide a valuable service 
in supporting police officers 
across the borough. 

Meanwhile, the latest round 
of our successful community 
safety ward surgeries and walk- 
abouts -where members of the 
public can meet with police 
and council staff - are coming 
up to the halfway stage. 

That means our new mobile 
police office will soon have vis- 
ited ten of the borough's 20 
wards. Thank you to all residents 
who have come along to tell us 
your concerns about anti-social 
behaviour and crime. 

These events continue to pro- 
vide police, community sup- 
port officers and THEOs with 
essential information so we 
can all work together to bear 
down on criminals operating in 
the area. 

Surgeries with the new bor- 
ough commander, Andy Ewing, 
continue to be held fortnight- 
ly in each ward and then a 
walkabout takes place so offi- 
cers can see troublesome 
hotspots for themselves. 

All residents are welcome to 
join us if they have any commu- 
nity safety concerns they would 
like to tell us about directly. To

Task force drugs 
and knife haul

POLICE funded by the 
council seized a dangerous 
martial arts knife from 
youths in Bethnal Green. 

The knife was seized by 
Partnership Task Force (PTF) 
officers on January 7 in the 
area of Canrobert Street. 

It was recovered from under- 
neath a car parked near Oak- 
lands School where three 
youths, who had tried to hide, 
were arrested on suspicion of 
possessing the knife. 

PC Hammond of the PTF said: 
“Weapons such as the item 
recovered today are a danger 
to the community and I am 
pleased we have taken it from 
the streets." 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: 
“Removing dangerous weapons 



from the streets of Tower 
Hamlets is exactly why we 
established the Partnership 
Task Force with the Metropol- 
itan Police in 2011." 

PTF officers also recovered 
a quantity of cannabis from a 
vehicle in the car park of 
Ansell House, Adelina Grove, 
Whitechapel on December 30. 

A search of a flat in Ansell 


House revealed a large quanti- 
ty of cannabis and class A dmgs, 
believed to be crack cocaine, 
along with equipment for 
bagging up drugs for sale. 

Three men aged 22, 25 and 26 
were arrested and bailed while 
a forensic examination of the 
seized drugs is carried out. 

The PTF consists of 19 officers 
and is the second team funded 
by the council following the 
success of the first taskforce set 
up in June 2011.

TWO cark parks in the east 
of the borough have been 
regenerated, providing safer 
parking for residents and 
visitors to Victoria Park. 

The car parks at Victoria 
Park and St Mark’s Gate 
were brought into service in 
October last year following 
an extensive upgrade 
programme. Both have 
achieved the Park Mark® 
safe parking award for 
safety provision and have 
been submitted for a British 
Parking award 2015. 

The car parks both operate a 
‘cashless’ pay and display 
system, allowing customers 
the flexibility to pay for 
parking by card 
through a mobile 
phone, reducing 
the possibility of 
vandalism to the 
car park and the 
reduction of 
street furniture. 

St Mark’s Gate 
has been 
resurfaced, 
re-lined, had 


disabled and parent bays 
added as well as bicycle 
pumps. 

Victoria Park has 
received general 
maintenance to 
improve the car 
park with safer 
fencing around 
the trees, 
painting of 
railings and the 
maintenance of 
shrubbery. 

Cllr Shahed Ali, 


cabinet member for clean 
and green, said: “The car 
parks have a lower tariff 
compared to our on-street 
pay and display tariffs and a 
bespoke time structure to 
encourage park users 
including families, dog 
walkers, exercisers and 
those who visit the park.” 
The income generated will 
be re-invested back into 
parks.

East End actor known by millions 
for never quite getting his man 


BY JOHN RENNIE 


FOR four years, as Lieutenant Ger- 
ard, he pursued his target across 
America, never quite getting his man. 

It would be the greatest role of most ac- 
tor's careers... when TV drama The Fugitive 
finally reached its thrilling climax in 1967, 
after 120 nailbiting and cliffhanging 
episodes, it was being shown around the 
world. Indeed the concluding episode was 
shown simultaneously in countries world- 
wide, so as not to give away the ending. 

Twenty million watched that episode in 
Britain alone, and in America its viewing 
figures would be unsurpassed until the 
shooting of JR in Dallas 13 years later. 

Of course, such success inevitably brings 
typecasting, and Barry Morse never quite 
shook off the role of Gerard. But for the 
Shoreditch actor, a school dropout at 15, it 
was just one stage in an acting career that 
lasted 75 years. 

Herbert Morse was born on June 10, 1918 
and raised above the family's tobacconist 
shop in Shoreditch. Like so many bright kids, 
he found formal education wasn't to his lik- 
ing and, to his family's dismay, left school 
at 15 to take a job as an errand boy. 

It wasn't a promising start. Delivering 
samples for a glass manufacturer, he might 
never have got out of the East End. But he 
had a talent for mimicry and an astonishing 
determination. 

Acting was his real passion though and 
he managed to wangle an audition to the 
Royal Academy of Dramatic Art. The great 
(later Dame) Sybil Thorndike was on the 
panel. The very acme of grand theatrical 
dames of the time, she pronounced the lit- 
tle Cockney lad's audition, in which he per- 
formed the role of the Lion in George 
Bernard Shaw's Androcles and the Lion, as 
“curiously touching''. 

Which might sound rather conde- 
scending, but never mind - Herbert, who 
had sensibly rechristened himself Barry was 
now in and on his way. Better still, the pan- 
el were impressed enough to grant the cash- 
strapped East Ender a bursary of £3 a 
week. He would scarcely stop working for 
the next three quarters of a century. 

His audition piece initiated a relationship 
that would define the rest of his career far 
more fundamentally than the unshakeable 
Lieut Gerard. It was the mid-i930s and Shaw 
was a patron of the Academy. Whether he 
too sat in on that audition we don't know,

but the young actor was brought to the 
great playwright's notice. There was en- 
couragement on Shaw's side and a kind of 
hero worship on Morse's, and the actor 
would be performing pieces based on 
Shaw's work for the decades to come. 

At graduation, he took the title role in 
Shakespeare's Henry V, done as a Royal Com- 
mand Performance for King George VI and 
Queen Elizabeth. By now the Cockney 
vowels had been softened and richened into 
the warm actorly tones that readers of a 
certain generation will remember from fan- 
tasy drama Space 1999, in which he played 
scientist, philosopher and general renais- 
sance man Victor Bergman. 

It was a voice that would become very 
familiar to listeners of BBC radio in the 1930s 
and 40s. Morse had won the BBC Radio Prize 
on graduating from RADA and that yield- 
ed a succession of parts. His calm yet 
powerful voice led to a surprising number 
of lead roles for such a young actor. There 
was more Shakespeare: he fulfilled every 
actor's dream of playing Hamlet - on the 
wireless at least; a lead role in The Fall of 
the City; the starring role in the detective 
drama Send for Paul Temple Again. And 
there were dozens more supporting parts. 

These days, many actors are thrown in 
at the deep end (if they get to work at all), 
but Morse was serving a superb appren- 
ticeship, honing his craft by working tire- 
lessly on radio, stage and screen. During the 
1930s he performed in repertory theatre in 
Nottingham, Peterborough and around 
the Midlands and North of England, play- 
ing more than 200 roles (rep of course 
meant the actors might play two or more 
roles in a play, as well as turning their hand 
to directing). He was also in at the start of 



BBC TV, performing in some of the earliest 
broadcasts, in 1937. 

In 1939, he married the Canadian-born 
actress Sydney Sturgess after meeting her 
in rep in Peterborough - it was a union that 
would last until her death 60 years later. 
But there was disappointment that year too. 
The 21-year-old Morse attempted to enlist 
in the Royal Navy and do his bit, but was 
rejected after a diagnosis of tuberculosis. 
He spent the war years entertaining on the 
home front instead - and made his film de- 
but as a stooge to Will Hay in the espionage 
comedy The Goose Steps Out in 1942. 

He was now juggling every theatrical 
medium - playing character roles (his 
aquiline features probably ruling him out 
of leading man parts) in movies such as 
Thunder Rock (1942) and When We Are Mar- 
ried (1943). And his tireless rep work led even- 
tually to the West End - School for Slavery 
at the Westminster Theatre in 1942 and Cri- 
sis in Heaven (directed by John Gielgud at 
the Lyric) in 1944. 

In 1951, Barry, Sydney and their two 
young children emigrated to Canada and 
a new opportunity at the fledgling

Canadian Broadcasting Corporation. CBC 
employed Morse as actor, producer and di- 
rector. It was a characteristically tireless 
scheme of work, and over the years he 
would win Canada's Best TV Actor award 
five times. The craft of acting and the lives 
of actors fascinated him. As well as pro- 
ducing and acting in the radio series A Touch 
of Greasepaint between 1954 and 1968, he 
would later tour his own one-man show, 
Merely Players. 

Tireless in his work, he would also trav- 
el for a part. He divided his career between 
his new home, the US and Britain. On Broad- 
way, he directed Milo O'Shea and Eli Wal- 
lach in Staircase in 1968, the New York 
stage's first serious depiction of homo- 
sexuality. He starred too, as Father Rolfe in 
Hadrian VII in 1969. And he was fre- 
quently back in London's West End. 

But by now, of course, he was far more 
famous to a public of whom most never 
set foot in a theatre. He appeared in 37 
episodes of The Fugitive, though in the 
title sequence to all 120. 

The schtick was that 'fugitive' Richard 
Kimble, played by David Janssen, always 
escaped just moments before Morse's 
Lieutenant Kimble arrived. 

“For years I would go in to a restaurant, 
it didn't matter which country, and people 
would say: 'He just left! '/'laughed Morse. But 
typecasting's only really a problem if it stops 
you working and there was never a risk of 
that. Barry had also become familiar to the 
viewers as Mr Parminter, the secret service 
contact issuing assignments to Gene Bar- 
ry's American spy in British TV's The Ad- 
venturer in the early 1970s. 

Watch British and American TV from the 
60s and 70s long enough, and Morse is sure 
to pop up in a character role - Naked City, 
The Saint, The Untouchables, Twilight 
Zone and dozens more. 

And for kids weaned on Thunderbirds, 
Captain Scarlet and the rest, there was an- 
other treat in store. Gerry Anderson turned 
his hand to live action with Space 1999, with 
Morse as the wise elder statesman to 
Moonbase Alpha commander John Koenig 
(Martin Landau). 

As for that role that trapped him? Barry 
could laugh about it. “I was the most hat- 
ed man in America,'' he recalled. “Little old 
ladies would come up to me in airports, 
whack me with their purses and scream 'Why 
didn't you leave that poor man alone!'.'' 

He died on February 2, 2008 in London.

Eating out, eating in 


Break bread and save 
yourself a few quid

THERE has been a pretty exciting 
facelift going on underneath the rail- 
way arches at Bethnal Green. Reg- 
ular readers would have already 
seen my rave review of Mission a 
few months ago. 

Resident has opened a few doors down 
and after a little light lubrication at my 
favourite bar Satan's Whiskers, I'm hungry 
as a hunter and ready for anything. 

Resident has only been open a few 
weeks but the joint is jumping and there's 
an exciting bustle as we're sat down next 
to the kitchen where all the action is. 

They encourage sociability and, if you 
'break bread' with your neighbours, there's 
a discount of a few quid if two people have 
the same main or about a tenner if four 
people do. 

It's a novel idea and I quite like the con- 
cept, but I wonder how many take it up? 
The odd thing is that this only applies to 
mains whereas I think starters and pud- 
dings are much more 'shareable' in general. 
Let's hope they run with the idea and make 
it pan-menu. 

We start with a white and brown crab 
meat pate and pea, mint and feta samosas. 
The pate is sublime and I'm impressed from 
the outset.

brown crab meat and they rather beauti- 
fully incorporated a salad of delicate white 
crab claw meat on the side. Special and plen- 
tiful in quantity. 

My samosas were good, but not terribly 
exciting in comparison to the wow factor 
of the crab, but fresh ingredients combined 
in an interesting way. 

My main of a hearty portion of hake ac- 
companied by stew-like white beans and 
Iberico chorizo was toothsome and perfectly 
cooked and seasoned. 

My mother went hell for leather with par- 
tridge, paired with a festive and spice-laden 


red cabbage. The chicken liver and chest- 
nut farce croquette was particularly spe- 
cial, offsetting the gaminess with honey 
parsnips. There were murmurings of lack 
of game jus but to be fair that might have 
been the second Martini kicking in. 

We passed on pudding as we were 
stuffed to the gills at this point, but very 
happy with our supper which came to just 
over £100 for three, including a smoky pouil- 
ly fume 'en travertin' and a meaty Chianti 
Classico.

Chana Dal - serves 2 


Ingredients 

i20g chana dal 
400ml water 
1 shallot, finely diced 
1 medium carrot, peeled and 
diced 

1 medium leek, trimmed and 
finely sliced 
Half tsp turmeric 
Half tsp dried coriander 


Half tsp teaspoon cumin 
Quarter tsp curry powder 
Quarter tsp mustard seeds 
1 garlic clove, crushed 
2cm root ginger, peeled and 
grated 

1 tsp vegetable oil 
Freshly ground black pepper 
Quarter teaspoon salt 
Lemon juice (optional, to taste) 


Method 

1. Rinse the chana dal under cold 
water. Put in a saucepan and add 
the water. Bring to the boil, skim- 
ming off any foam that forms. 

2. Reduce the heat and add the 
shallot, carrot, leek, turmeric, co- 
riander, cumin, garlic, ginger and 
curry powder. Mix thoroughly. 

3. Place the lid slightly ajar 
over the pan, and leave to 
simmer for 60-75 minutes, 


stirring occasionally, until the dal 
has broken down to a creamy 
consistency. Add more water if 
necessary. 

4. Warm the oil in a frying pan. 
Add the mustard seeds and 
cook for one to two minutes, un- 
til the seeds begin to pop. 

5. Pour the seeds and oil over the 
dal and stir through. Season 
with black pepper, salt and 
lemon juice, then serve.

A jewel to light up winter days 


Plant of the Month 
from Horticultural 
Trades Association 

BRING joy to the garden 
this New Year with Helle- 
borus, the jewel of the 
winter garden. 

Sometimes known as the 



Christmas or Lenten rose, helle- 
bores flower reliably from late 
winter to early spring. 

Its elegant flowers and attrac- 
tive, leathery leaves brighten the 
garden during the cooler 
months, bringing a lift of colour 
from pale green to white, cream 
to pink, and purple to almost 
black. 

There are around 20 species 
of herbaceous, evergreen, peren- 
nial flowering hellebore plants. 


They are often used for decora- 
tive purposes and their resis- 
tance to frost and tolerance of 
shady conditions makes them 
a popular choice 
of garden 


plant for 
this time of 
year. 

They need to be planted in 
heavy, rich, limey soil that won't 
dry out in summer months. 
Their leaves die down in June or 


July, after which the plants 
should be kept cool and shad- 
ed until they begin to grow 
again in early spring. They are 
wildlife-friendly and are a valu- 
able source of pollen for ear- 
ly bees. They also make a 
good houseplant. 

Best planted in herbaceous 
borders and in areas be- 
tween deciduous shrubs 
and under trees, helle- 
bores sit beautifully with 
snowdrops, primula, and pul- 
monaria. 

Shrubs such as shrubby cor- 
nus, often grown for its coloured 
stems which are brightest in win- 
ter, and mahonia, a popular win- 
ter-flowering shrub grown for its 
bright yellow flowers, are also 
particularly complementary.

Permit Transfer Scheme: 
for residents moving to 
3 bedroom or larger social 
rented car free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets introduced 
the new Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS) 
to operate from 5 September 201 1 to 
help to reduce the levels of 
overcrowding in social rented housing in 
the borough. The PTS helps some 
families move to larger social rented car 
free homes by allowing them to retain 
one on-street resident car parking 
permit subject to the PTS criteria as 
outlined below being met. The PTS is a 
change in the operation of the Councils 
existing on-street Residents Parking 
Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES 


No on-street residents' parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning 
policy was introduced in Tower Hamlets in 
the late 1 990s to help reduce traffic 
congestion and better manage the limited 
supply of on-street parking spaces. This 
initiative also helps to reduce the level of air 
pollution from motor vehicles and 
encourages more people to walk, cycle and 
go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local pay- 
as-you-go car clubs (www.carplus.org.uk) are 
also now available in Tower Hamlets to help 
you get around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not be 
able to apply for on-street residents' car parking 
permits, unless you hold a disabled driver's 
blue badge or are eligible under the Permit 


Transfer Scheme (PTS), which is targeted at 
social rented housing residents. The criteria for 
the PTS is as follows: 

1 . applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking permit 
per household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car 
parking permit for at least 1 year prior to 
moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible 

under the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing proof 
of PTS eligibility to Parking Services (including 
a duly signed and dated Tower Hamlets Homes 
or housing association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower Hamlets 
Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof of 
the work to be carried out must be provided, 
along with the vehicle's details. Each home can 
apply for a maximum of 20 one-day-permits 
within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing parking for 
up to five hours on weekdays and all day on 
weekends. Households can apply for up to 3 
books of 10 scratchcards per year. For permit

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Health Assessments 


Every year we receive many housing transfer applications based on medical needs, i.e. cases where residents wish to move to another 
property because of their medical problems and consider their current home to be unsuitable. 

In order to assess each medical case correctly, all medical applications are assessed by independent health advisors. Once the health advisor has 
assessed the case they will notify us of their recommendation which will be considered by the lettings team. We will inform the applicant of the 

decision, if a medical priority has been awarded. 

We have published examples of cases where a medical priority has been awarded and some where a medical application has been refused. 
This will give you a better understanding of the type of medical applications we receive and how they are assessed.

Case Types 


We have given some examples of cases where a health assessment has taken 
place to give you an idea of how a priority may be awarded. We keep in mind the 
nature of the health problem and whether the home they live in is suitable. 

REJECTED 

Applicant recently had a caesarean section. 

This is a common operation for which full recovery is expected. It is not a 
long term substantial illness or disability. The applicants housing would not 
be a factor so we would not consider it for an assessment. 

Applicant's asthma is made worse by other family members cigarette smoke 

This is a lifestyle rather than a medical issue. The applicant will suffer from 
asthma wherever they live and unless the family members stop smoking in 
the home it will continue to be an issue. We would not consider this for an 
assessment. 

NO PRIORITY 

Applicant complaining of back pain. Currently lives in a 2 bed, 3rd floor flat 
with 2 children under 10. 

An OT (occupational therapist) assessment took place. The flat is served by a 
lift and is on one level with no internal stairs. Therefore the flat is deemed as 
suitable and no priority is awarded. 

Applicant has asthma. Currently lives in a 3 bed, 3rd floor un-lifted flat with 
spouse and 4 children. 

The evidence provided gave the medication the applicant was on and the 
doctor who assessed the case felt that the Asthma is currently well 
controlled. There are no reasons why the applicant cannot manage the stairs. 
Therefore no priority is awarded. 

Applicant in 30s diagnosed with arthritis. Current home is a 2 bed 1st floor 
flat. 

An OT assessment took place. The applicant was able to get into their own 
home and move around it unassisted. Therefore no priority was awarded. 

Applicant claims to suffer from recurrent chest infections. Current home is 
a 1 bed, 4th floor lifted flat. 

Current illness is relatively minor in nature and is treated by standard 
medication. They have a lift. Therefore no priority is awarded. 

EXTENUATING 

Applicant is in their late 50s and suffering from severe osteo-arthritis. 
Current home is on the ground floor with four steps to the front door. 

This illness is long term and getting around will get harder with time. They 
cannot manage the four steps so cannot get in or out of the home. A home 
with no steps inside or outside is needed. It does not have to be ground floor 
provided there is a lift. Therefore extenuating priority is awarded. 

10 year old child with congenital heart defect and epilepsy. Currently resides 
with his parents in his grandparent's house. The house is overcrowded to the 
extent that there is no room for essential medical equipment. 

Space is required for the medical equipment for this illness which is severe 
and long term. The house is not suitable and so extenuating priority is 
awarded. 

4 year old child with cerebral palsy. Currently lives in a two bed flat with 
parents and 2 siblings. 

An OT assessment took place. They confirmed that the current home cannot 
be adapted. Therefore the home is not suitable for the child and extenuating 
priority is awarded. 

Mother of 40 shares bedroom with daughter. One son. She has enduring 
mental health problems, including bi-polar disorder. Currently lives in 2 bed 
home. 

The nature of her mental illness is such that she needs her own bedroom 
and the overcrowding would affect her mental state. The home is unsuitable 
because they need an extra bedroom therefore extenuating priority is 
awarded. 

EMERGENCY 

Applicant in their 30s has undergone below-knee amputation because of 
bone tumour and is currently undergoing chemotherapy. Family home is an 
un lifted maisonette above the ground floor, with bathroom and toilet 
upstairs. 

Applicant cannot get upstairs so the hospital will not be able to release them 
as the home is unsuitable. Therefore emergency priority is awarded. 

Applicant in their mid 20s has inoperable cancer, currently undergoing 
radical radiotherapy with care from a known hospice. Current home is on 
the 3rd floor and un-lifted. 

The hospice cannot release them as the home is unsuitable and emergency 
priority is awarded.

The London Borough of Tower Hamlets is currently in the 
process of preparing and agreeing its budget for the 
2015/2016 financial year. In accordance with section 65 of 
the Local Government Finance Act 1 992, part of this process 
is a duty to consult with business rate payers or their 
representatives. 

The budget process for 2015/2016 involves decisions being 
formulated over the levels of expenditure for Council 
services under the following headings in accordance with 
the timetable set out below. 

The Current Year (2014/2015) 

The legislation requires that the Authority provides: 

• The Authority's original estimate of its total expenditure 
and income; 

• The Authority's latest estimates of the total of its revenue 
expenditure and income; 

• The total of its expenditure for capital purposes. 

Next Year (2015/2016) 

The Council's Cabinet is currently considering proposals 
for revenue and capital expenditure for 2015/2016. The 
Council will formally approve the budget and council tax 
levels for 2015/2016 on 25th February 2015. 

General Fund Revenue Estimates 

The draft budget proposals have already been presented to 
Cabinet on the 7th January 2015. The budgets will be finalised 
in February 2015. A comparison between the 2015/2016 draft 
proposals and the 2014/2015 original and latest budgets will 


subsequently be made available. The 2014/2015 latest 
budget represents changes that have been agreed by the 
Council during the 2014/2015 financial year. 

Capital Estimates 

A report detailing the projected resources available to fund 
the 2015/2016 capital programme was presented to 
Cabinet on 7th January 2015. The Council will formally 
approve the resources for the capital programme and 
individual capital schemes on 25th February 2015. 

Housing Revenue Account Estimates 

The Housing Revenue Account estimates and rent levels 
report was considered by Cabinet on 7th January 2015 and 
will be considered again on 4th February 2015.

SOCCER star Jermain 
Defoe has given his former 
Sunday morning club a 
New Year’s gift. 

The one-time England, Spurs 
and West Ham striker, who 
signed for Sunderland last week, 
has offered to pay for Senrab 
Football Club's annual awards 
evening. 

In honour of their former 
player the club are renaming the 
event the Jermain Defoe Awards 
night. 

It is held every June or July, but 
meeting the cost of hiring a 
venue is always problematic. 

Now, Defoe has pledged to 
foot the bill. 

He made his name with the 
Stepney club, who train at 
Bartlett Park in the shadow of 


Canary Wharf and have 
produced an abundance of 
other England and Premier 
League stars including John 
Terry, Ledley King and Bobby 
Zamora. 

But that hasn't stopped Senrab 
struggling to make ends meet. 

Some events have had to be 
called off because parents 
couldn't afford tickets. 

Even the annual Christmas 
party had to be cancelled, 
because the club were unable 
to sell even a third of the 
tickets. Had the evening gone 
ahead, the club would have 
lost £1,500. 

Senrab, voted Local Club of the 
Year at the Daily Mirror Pride of 
Sport Awards, say Defoe has 
done more than anyone to en- 
sure the club can thrive, rather 
than just survive. 


“We are extremely grateful 
to Jermain for sponsoring our 
awards evening, so much so 
that everyone agreed we should 
re-name them in his honour," 
said club secretary Tony Carroll. 

“Premier League players get 
a lot of criticism for things they 
do off the pitch, but the public 
don't hear about many of the 
good things they do." 

This is not the first time that 
Defoe has stepped in to help out 
Senrab. 

“It shows how much he cares 
for this club," Carroll added. 

“Without his help and support 
I don't know what we would 
have done. 

“This is not only appreciated 
by club officials, but it is also 
appreciated by our young 
players who look forward to an 
event like this every year.”
